A French- i 
man, who has patented a machine for 
the use of concentrated solar rays as a 
general motive power, has set up three 
of his machines in Algeria, for the 
French Government, lie is now car- 
rying on experiments at the Island ot 
Porquerolies, near llyeces, where he | 
is threshing Indian corn and raising 
water by the action of the sun's rays. 

Dr. J. Murray Uibbes, of New Zea- 
land, declares that eucalyptus globo 
lus, the blue gum tree, "contains pro]) 
erties which are perfectly antagonistic 
to the germs of dipt heriti," and that he 
has used the plant in his practice with 
such remarkable success that he feels j 
justified in pronouncing it a cine for 
that disease.

gress of tile idea was slow. When the 
women found, however, thai they could 
make their influence felt in the legislature 
they determined to attack the liquor 
question. It was one in which I hey had 
a stronger interest than any other; they 
had submitted to great hardships through 
drunkenness, personal vi. lence and the 
ruin of their families, and they had a 
right to make war mi it. Il is a difficult 
subject to deal with, and woman's suffrage 
may be of material use in at least restrain- 
ing the evil. I u all popular go vein incuts il 
has come to be felt thai some inlluelice is 
necessary as a cheek on the rougher and 
more unscrupulous political forces, and 
perhaps ihis is a problem which may be 
also solved by a woman s suffrage. Tak- 
ing for granted that w omen will some day 
bo a power in the legislature, it is curious 
to speculate on the result. Will they do 
generate into mere politicians, or be 
facile instruments in the hands of the 
male persuasion ' in those halycoii days 
will girls be taught cookery and domestic 
economy as an interesting science; before 
they are allowed to touch a piano, and on 
failing t o pass a successful examination 
after being plucked tloee t imes will they 
be condemned to be old maids I Tins 
would be useful legislation, imd'as such is 
greatly wanted al present, and the won- 
der is that its importance is not more up 
parent to women themselves. However 
this may be, the latest dispatches inform 
us that the Canadian Women's Suffrage 
Association, with a deputation from the 
city council, lias already interviewed At- 
torney-General Mowat in Toronto, who, 
in reply, said the subject would be care 
fully considered by the government. 
Further speculation is premature, and 
matters may be allowed to take their 
course, with Sir .1 dm Macdnnald's elec- 
tion bill (which provides for female suf 
frago) by the Dominion parliament, with 
the comfortable assurance that if women s 
suffrage does Hot do much good, il will do 
no harm.

Tins 
proportion in the nationality of prosper 
lots will not he much altered, l',r 
British Columbia is, considering it s close 
neighborhood to the home of the pros 
pectur, singularly wanting in thai class 
Though our province was a mining 
country lung before Colorado, as a slate, 
! was thought uf, years before the Pike's 
| Peak "excursionists,' twenty years before 
the first stone of Leadville was laid, vel 
I much doubt if you find to day in ihe 
whole of the Province south ol Cariboo 
j a dozen practical quartz miners at work, 
i Why this should be the case in a country 
so self evidently a mining country as 
British Columbia is, must be solely 
ascribed to the laws governing tins indus- 
try, which were passed long before quartz 
; mining was thought uf west ol the 
' Missouri and which were solely intended 
to govern placer milling, and as such 
were really excellent statutes. Mining 
is a highly progressive industry and its 
i legislation has to keep level with it. It 
is, perhaps, needless tu point out here 
j that prospectors are invariably the fure- 
runners of capital, and the remarkable 
1 history of the great mining centers of the 
Territories illustrates ibis in a manner not 
altogether llatteruig to this country, or in 
the old timer wedded tu his rocker anil 
gold pan. 

-Mining law reforms are of more im 
mediately beneficial consequence to a 
country I luin perhaps any oilier modified 
legislation, and the work of such refor- 
mers as Senator Chaffee in whose head 
originated ihe well known ('bailee laws 
that opened Colorado, that discovered 
Leadville, that, peopled with ten thousand 
miners the rugged San Juan ranges 
have dolio more good to their 
homes than any of his country men 
have had as yet time to discover. 
As possibly nut everybody may know, 
one might mention that very suitable 
„ , qiinry mining laws were passed by our 
mail provincial legislature in the sessions of 
1 S82 !t, but I hey were disallowed by (Jan- 
mid on account of a milling oversight, 
so that f. i. in the much contested milling 
suits, to which 1 have already referred, 
and which were decided al the Kootenay 
lake minus, the old law jumble had to 
guide the newly appointed gold commis- 
sioner, and one nf Ihe laughs raised by 
the defendant's representative in court, 
was w hen, after congratulating the plain 
I till' for having fallen into such unskilled 
hands as his, and being themselves repre- 
sented by a skillful and especially gifted 
counsel, be went on to say that in view of 
ihe fact that this skillful lawyer had pro 
vided himself with a formidable array of 
milling hand books, he believed a pack 
mule load of them, he would at mice 
succumb to such irresistible erudition, 
did he not know that to be truly and 
really posted ill this branch of the leg d 
profession, his learned friend would have 
had lo take two more pack mules loaded 
down with tho amendments, repeals ami 
disallowances of the first mule load of 
mining statutes. 

Epitomizing my long winded remarks, 
we arrive at the bottom facts i, t . thai 
with suitable mining laws and proper 
communications opened, a prosperous 
future seems to be assured to this district . 
In speaking of opening communications 
one broaches a delicate qnestio; the Koot- 
enny Hill. As an unprejudiced outsider, 
who strayed into this province only a few 
months ago, I am not yet suflicienty pre- 
judiced to dare to give an opinion on this 
momentous question.
